— No bird shall be captured for the 
purpose of sale, export or for any other purpose except by 
the ncl method. 

Explanation. — A bird is said to be captured by the net 
method it in its capture the following contrivance is used, 
namely, a contrivance made of spun thread which is soft, 
pliable and sufficiently strong, like cotton, jute or any syn- 
thetic fibre, woven in such a way as to form a mesh of suit- 
able size so that the bird is captured without any injury 
being caused to it, 

3. Capture of other animals. — (1) No animal shall be 
captured for the purpose of sale, exported or for any other 
purpose except by sack and loop method ; 

Provided that an animal which cannot he captured by 
reason of its size, nature or other condition or circumstance 
by the sack and loop method, may be captured with the 
help of tranquil ixer guns or by any other method which 
renders the animal insensible to "pain before capture. 

(2) Nothing in this rule shall apply to the capture of 

birds. 

Explanation. — An animal Is said to be captured by tha 
sack and loop method il in its capture the following con- 
trivance is used, namely, a strong canvass in the form of a 
sack, not less than 92 cms. in length and 138 cms. in dia- 
meter, which has a smooth rope, not less than 5.5 meter 
in length passing through ten or more rings of not less than 
4 cms. in diameter each attached at the open end, thus 
forming a loop, the sack having small holes at convenient 
piaces to enable the anmial to breathe during captivity, and 
the animal is captured by the sack being thrown on it and 
secured by having the loop pulled.

75-DTIlfA), dated 15-3-1976, for the adjudication of the 
following industrial dispute : 

“Whether the action of the management of Power House, 
Jamadoba Colliery of Messrs Fata Iron and .Steel 
Company Limited, Post Office lamadoba, District 
Dhanbad in terminating the services of Shri Allauddin, 
General Mazdoor with effect from 27th February, 
1975 is justified ? If not, to what relief he is entitl- 
ed 7” 

2. It is not disputed that Badlu Mia was an Onsettcr in 
6&7 Pits of lamadoba Colliery. His wife Smt. Huzra was a 
power house kamin. They had two sons namely Razzaque and 
Allauddin. Former was elder to the latler. On 20-3-1947 Raz- 
zaque also got an employment in the same Pits where his father 
was. Badlu Mia died and when his widow was nearing her 
letirement she applied for the service being given to her son 
Allauddin. She was promised that Allauddin shall be enrolled 
in Ihe register of dependents of the employees maint lined by 
the company and shall be given a job when his turn comes 
provided no other dependant of the lady was in the employ- 
mem of (he company. Accordingly Allauddin signed his dec- 
laration and was appointed as General Mazdoor in the Jama- 
doba power house on 4-5-74. He was again employed in the 
same capacity on 21-11-73 and again his service was terminated 
on 27-2-75. 

3. The case of the workmen is that both the times his ser- 
vices was illegally terminated. He was appointed against a 
permanent nature of work and was a permanent employee. 
His brother had been in the service on nis own strength and 
not on the basis of hL father's service. The management’s 
case that only one member of the family could be in the 
employment on the basis of relationship was quite baseless, 
as even he had come under the employment of the compncy 
long after the retirement of his mother. 

4. The case of the management is that Abdul Raiak had 
alieodv been inducted into the service of the company as On- 
srttei /Banksman at 6&7 Pits of Jamadoba Colliery on. the basis 
ot tehilivilship. This fact was supressed by Allauddin when 
he made and signed the declaration. According to the terms 
when the facts came to light the, declaration was found to be 
false hence die service of Allauddin was terminated. He was 
a casual labour and had not acquired any temporary or 
permanent stains. He was not working against any perma- 
nent vacancy, Casual labours do not automatically acquire the 
permanent status no r did be complete three months period 
on any particular job. 

5. The Recruitment policy for the casual labour came into 
efkct from 1-1 1-1973 vide Ext. M-6.A. Abdul Rajak had ad- 
mittedly joined the employment in the year 1947. There is 
nothing to show that this or any such employment scheme of 
dependent was then inforce. It is therefore held as not proved 


that Abdul Rajak had entered the service as a dependent of 
his father, who "had by then completed hardly, 4 years service 
when even the present scheme requires 15 years seniority, as 
minimum for eligibility to the benefits of the scheme. 

6. The scheme Ext. M-6 no where says that if any brother 
or other member of the fami y of a worker is already in em- 
ployment then his or her dependent shall not be registered for 
recruitment as casual worker on that basis of relationship. 
However, inference is sought to be drawn from some declara- 
tion which it is said the workers are required to give that no 
other son oi own brother of the workmen is under employ- 
ment of the company. No such declaration appears on the 
record in the present case. Ext. M-l does not mention any 
such dcclamtion that no other member of family of Allauddin 
oi Hazra Kamin was in the employment of the company. The 
letter Ext. M-4 which laid down the condition that the em- 
ployment of her son will be considered only if notne of her 
dependent had so far been employed by tne company was 
addi cased to Smt. Hazra and not to Allauddin. There is no 
such conti act in writing or can be presumed even by implica- 
tion fiom the correspondence between the company and Allaud- 
din or even vvith his mother in which he or she had given any 
such declaration, assurance or understanding, that his brother 
or her son was not already in the employment of the company. 
Thus there is no evidence that any such false declaration 
assurance or understanding was given by the workman Allaud- 
din or his mother according to the term of which Allauddin’s 
service could be terminated. The scheme as such does not lay 
down any sucli condition, 

7. Sri S. K. Kar MW-I said that it was subsequently dis- 
covered that Allauddin's brother Abdul Rajak was already in 
service on the basis of relationship with his father Badlu Mia, 
therefore. Alauddin was not given any further employment 
as if his sci vice was terminaled in normal course and there- 
after he was not given further employment, but the plead- 
ings do speak of termination of service for this reason. 

S. It is not proved that Abdul Rajak entered into the service 
on the basis of his relationship with his father as stated above 
and there was no question of granting that benefit twice when 
Alauddin was employed. There is nothing in the scheme to 
warrant the assumption of Sri Kar that benefit could not be 
conferred second time. However as discussed above there was 
thus no question of giving that benefit of relationship to a 
second member of the family. The reason given by the manage- 
ment for the termination of the service was not adequate. 

H. However, Alauddin was only a casual workman. This 
fact is specifically mentioned in his service cards Ext. M-7 to 
Ext. M-9. That is clear from the Ext. M-l declaration also. 
Standing Orders do not say that there shall be only three cate- 
gories oi employees namely probationer, temporary and per- 
manent. They only lay down the service conditions of those 
three types of employees and are silent about the category and 
service conditions of casual employees. This does not mean 
that no person could be employed on casual terms. He did not 
complete 12 months and 240 days in service, hence protection 
of S. 25F was not available to him. He was not a permanent 
employee and by mere completion of 3 months service as 
casual employee he would not automatically acquire a per- 
manent status looking to the definition of permanent employee 
in the Standing Orders. 

9, The aforesaid reason for retrenchment being unjustified as 
held above, the employer was bound to follow the mandate 
of S 25<i hot, there is nothing on record to show what 'last 
conic fir.-t go' rule was not followed. 

H). Once the retrenchment did not suffer fiorn any legal 
locuna which could invalidate it, the question of giving further 
chance of employment was within the discretion of the manage- 
ment. The scheme gine no vested right of employment to a 
dependant. The fact that others were recruited after the ter- 
mination (>f his service was therefore irrelevant. 

II. It is therefore held that ihe termination did not suffer 
from any legal lacuna. Reference is answered accordingly.

September, 1977, for the adjudication 
of the following industrial dispute : 

‘ Whether the action of the management of Sijua Colliery 
of Messrs fata Iron & Steel Company Limited, 
Post Office Bhelatand, District Dhanbad in stopp- 
ing Sarvashri Md. Akhtar and Md. Israil, Dragger 
and Mazdoor respectively of Bee hive-Coke Oven, 
Sijua with ctiect from 24. h May, 1976, is justified ? 
If not to what relief are the said workmen entit- 
led ?" 

2. It is not disputed that Shri Hanif Mia who was work- 
ing at the relevant time in Sijua Colliery as Trammer, had 
a son Md, Israil. After the death of Md. israil’s mother 
Sri Haml Mia married Sm.. Hasima Bibi who was also in 
ihe employment of the same Company as Shale-Picking 
Ramin. With her Shri Hanif Mia had another son namely, 
Sri Md. Akhtar. When contract labour was abolished the 
employer Company evolved a Scheme of employing casual 
labourers. In that Scheme preference for employment was 
given to the dependents of the employees. The whole scheme 
was drafted and circulated amongsts the officers giving 
guidance as to how the recruitments shall be made and as 
to how the registers shall be kept recording the names of 
the dependents of the employees for the purpose of being 
picked up for casual employment On 2-2-1976 Md. Israil 
who had been recorded as he dependent of Sri Hanif Mia 
was employed as a casual labourer when Sri Hanif Mia and 
Mohd. Israil signed the declaration that none of the sons 
or brothers of Sri Hanif Mia are in the employment of M/s 
Tata Iron and Steel Company Limi'ed. He further declared 
that if at a later date the statement given by him as above 
is found to be Incorrect the Company shall have tie right 
to terminate not only his services but also the services of 
his dependent Shri Israil Mia. After vocational training 
Sri Mohd Israil was given a letter of appointment t<o a tem- 
porary jobs as Category I Mazdoor in Bee-hivc-Coke Oven, 
Siam, for a period of three weeks for heaing the ovens with 
effect from 22nd April. 1976, that letter is Ex. W/l. 

3. Smt. Hasima Bibi got the name of her son Sri Akhtar 
Mohd. recorded in ‘he register of dependents. On the stren- 
gth of tha* relationship Md. Akhtar was given an employment 
and on 6-3-197 6 i.e. after about a month of Md. Israil’s 
appointment as a casual labourer. In the case of Akhtar Mohd, 
Sm Hasima Bibi thumb marked the usual declaration that 
none of her sons is in the employment of the Tata Iron and 


Steel Company in any department or colliery and if that 
sta ement is subsequently found to be incorrect then the 
management will have a right re terminate not only her service 
but also the services of Md. Akhtar, her son. This Mohd. 
Akhtar was again given a letter of temporary appointment 
as Category I Mazdoor at Bee-hive-Cokc Oven, Sijua tor 
heating the Coke Oven from 23-4-1976. The letter was 
dated 22nd April, 1976. Later on he was still continuing 
in the temporary service in the aforesaid letter dated 22nd 
April, 1976. He was again given a Ist'er of appointment 
dated 3-5-1976 for temporarily appointing him as Dragger 
at the same Coke Oven with effect from 3-5-1976 for a 
period of six months. 

4. The management subsequeniy discovered that both 
Akhtar Mohd. and Md. Israil were the sons of the same 
father, Shri Hanif Mia. Their services were terminated on 
24th May, 1976 without any charge or domeslic enquiry. 

5. The case of the management is that according to the 
Scheme for the recruitment of the dependents of the employees 
only one dependent of the employee could seek entry on the 
basis of that relationship in a family. Thus even when both 
husband and wife arc employed wi h the Company only one 
of their dependents could be so recruited. Thus they gave 
false declaration that no other member of the family has 
been given employmen r and therefore in the terms of that 
contract of service which specifically provided that fallacy 
of declaration will expose them to termination of services, their 
services were terminated by the management Later on the 
management offered that the parents may elect and nominate 
one of their sons to be kept in service but that offer was rejec- 
ted by them. 

6. The case of the employees is that they hud not made 
false declaration. Their services were not liable to be termina- 
ted. They had attained temporary status and termination 
if necessary could only be done according to the 
Standing Orders which require a specific charge and enquiry 
They were employed to work against permanent nature of 
jobs hence their appointment could not be termed as 
casual. 

7. Believing all that was said by the management to be 
true I questioned the learned Counsel for the management 
to show me as io how ihe declaration given by Sri Hanif 
Mia for the employment of Mohd. Israil was false. Lear- 
ned Counsel had no answer to this querry. That declara- 
tion was given on 2-2-1976 when Mohd. Akhtar was not in 
employment. Thus Sri Hanif Mia was making only a true 
declaration when he stated therein on that date that his no 
d her son or brother was in employment of the Company 
on that date. Since the declaration was not false the manage- 
ment had no right to terminate the services of Mohd. Israil 
on the basis of the terms and conditions of service incorpo- 
rated in the declaration that in the event of declaration being 
found false on any subsequent date the management wall have 
a right to termina'e his services. Leaving aside the question 
of temporary status which he had attained and even without 
considering the impact of the Standing Orders it is undeni- 
able that the management was wholly unjustified in terminat- 
ing his services. 

8. Learned Counsel for the management tried 'o minimise 

the gravity of this atrocity committed by the management 
on Mohd. Israil by saying that an option had been given to 
the parents to elect and nominate one of their sons for being 
kept in service. Such an ofler could not minimise the 
gravity of the action so taken by the management because 
m his own rights Md. Israil was entitled to continue In 
service. His retrenchment w;-s wholly illegal and void and 
there was no question of leaving his fate to the election of 
his paren's for nominating one of the two step brothers for 
being in service. No further discussion is noccss&ry 

so far as his case is concerned. 

8. In the case of Mohd. Akhtar the declaration was 
signed by Smt. Hasima Bibi that none of her sons or own 
brother W'ere in the employment of the Company When this 
declaration was signed on 5-3-1976 Mohd. rsrail was already 
m service. He Was not her son. There is nothing to show 
that the word ‘.son’ used in the declaration was to include a 
step son also. Thus there _wns no fallacy in her declaration 
as well. He had also attained the temporary status and his 
service could not be terminated without a ’ proper charge 
under Standing Orders. The rest of the arguments as given 
in the previous case of Mohd. Israil applied to this "case 
as well and therefore I am of the view that the termination 
of the services of Mohd. Akhtar was wholly illegal and void. 
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9. I have gone through the Scheme. It has no statutory 
sanction. The rcheme nowhere mentions thal if both 
husband and wife aie in service only one of their depen- 
dents shall be entitled to be recruited on the strength of 
rclfitlonship. On tbe other hand, the Scheme mentions to the 
contrary that each worker shall have a right to get his 
dependent registered for recruitment in the register of 
deptndents. When both husband and wife arc in employment 
each one has his right to get his or her dependent registered. 
Already exploded English Theory of unity of personality 
between husband and wife does not apply in the present case. 
The scheme never talks of a family and there is no justifica- 
tion for denying the right to one of the two workers whether 
they are related to each other as husband and wife or not. 
Thus the notion developed by the managing personnel of the 
Company that the scheme is for entertaining only one of the 
dependents from a family is not n correct notion and is not 
warranted by the clauses of the Scheme. 

10. T hare been asked lo read this implied condition of one 
member from a family from the language used in the 
declaration form but I am sorry lo say that even (hat 
language doc 3 not warrant such an inference. The form 
requires the employee lo make a declaration that none oi his 
or her son or own bi other is in the employment of the 
Company. As discussed above there can be two different 
sons of the two different employees related to each other as 
husband and wife just as step son and simnuriyi me brother 
of the husband and brother of the wife cannot be deemed 
to be the members of the same family and yet the two will 
nave a right to get employment on account oi that rclation- 
slnp one aa husoand’s brother and the other as the wife's 
brotfier. In this way t am of the view that the Scheme no- 
where provided that only one ot the meuiDeis of the rumily 
shah be entitled to enter into the service as casual laboiiiei 
on the basis ot the relationship. 

11. Moreover the Scheme is applicable only to the casual 
workers. Once tbaL worker has crossed the stage ot casual 
employment and has entered into the arena of Tempera^ 
employment the Scheme becomes wholly inapplicable to him. 
He is then covered by the Standing Orders as the terms and 
conditions of his service and the employment of such an 
employee cannot be terminated without resorting to the 
provisions of the Stunning Orders which require the 
framing of the charge and a proper enquiry. 

12. The misconducts defined in Clause 19 of the Standing 
Orders do not cover the present situation. Even according 
to the employers witness which has specifically that Sub- 
clause (17) of Clause 19 will not covet the present declara- 
tion even if they are false in the sense of suppressing that 
no other member of the family was in employment because 
Clause 17 only says that giving of false information regard- 
ing his name, age, father's name, qualifications or previous 
service at the time of employment would be a misconduct. 
In the declaration there was no fallacy with respect to any 
of the aforesaid particulars given at tbe time of employ- 
ment. Thus under Standing Orders none of these two 
employees committed anv misconduct and the management 
was therefore unable to frame any charge against them. 

13. In the limited analysis it is held that the manage- 
ment was not justified in stopping the two employees from 
work with effect from 24th May, 1976, They shall he 
deemed to have continued in service till they are reinstated 
back to the post which they held on 24t.h May, 1976 and shall 
be entitled to all wages and other allowances for this inter- 
vening period. The management shall further pay Rs. 100 
as costs for driving these innocent employees to this litiga- 
tion. Award is given accordingly.

AWARD 

i . The Government of India in the Ministry of Labour 
in exercise ot the powers conferred upon them under Section 
10(l)fd) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 14 of 1947 
have referred the following dispute to this Tribunal for ad- 
judication as per their order No L-l 101 1 /7/72-LR.III dated 
6-4-1972. 

Ci ) Having regard to the duties, functions, responsibi- 
lities and status of Manager-Flight Engineering, 
Manager-Technical Training, Chief Flight Engineers, 
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Chief Technical Instructors and Technical Instruc- 
tors, whether the claim of tile Indian Flight Engine- 
ers' Association for u common inter-se seniority list 
of holders of the above-mentioned posts and the 
posts of Flight Engineers for purpose of conver- 
sion training and matters incidental thereto is justi- 
fied? 

(ii) Whether the appointments of Sarvshri U. Mehrotra 
and C. M. Matnews to the posts of Technical Inst- 
ructor and subsequently to the posts of Chief Techni- 
cal Instructor are proper and justified under the pro- 
motion procedure laid down by the Corporation ? 
If not, to what relief, if any, are the other affected 
Flight Engineers entitled ? 

2. On behalf of the workmen the General Secretary of 
the Indian Flight Engineers’ Association which is a regis- 
tered trade union has filed a statement of claim, Regarding 
item No. 1 of the dispute set out in the schedule, their case 
is that Flight Engineers promoted to the posts of 1. Manager, 
Flight Engineering, 2. Manager, Technical Training, 3. Chief 
Flight Engineer, 4 Chief Technical Instructor and 5. Tech- 
nical Instructor do not cease to be Flight Engineers on their 
promotion and therefore as per their seniority among the Line 
Flight Engineers they should be sent for conversion train- 
ing, i.e, from Boeing 707 to Boeing 747. They say that per- 
sons holding the aforesaid five categories of posts should not 
be alowed to supersede the other Line Flight Engineers senior 
to them. The management having accepted this principle at 
a joint meeting held on 22-3-1970 is said to have ignored the 
same in selecting Shri U, Mehrotra, Chief Tchnical Instruc- 
tor for conversion training superseding his senior Shri P. K, 
Gupta. They submit that the Management's contention that 
the Chief Technical Instructor holds an executive post and 
therefore falls in a different category Is not justified. There- 
fore, they demand a common interseniority of Flight Engine- 
ers including the so called Executive Flight Engineers and on 
tho basis of such common seniority personnel for conversion 
training should be selected. The other dispute relates to the 
appointment of M/s. U. Mehrotra and C- M. Mathews to the 
posts of Technical Instructors and subsequently to the posts of 
Chief Technical Instructors. According to the Union after 
the publication of the Award of Shri G. D. Khosla, National 
Industrial Tribunal laying down terms and conditions of ser- 
vice of tho various categories of workmen employed by M/s. 
Air India including Flight Engineers, Plight Engineering In- 
structors, Chief Flight Engineer and Cadet Flight Engineer, 
tho Association raised a dispute in February, 1966 regarding 
emoluments and terms and conditions of service of the Chief 
Flight Engineer, Chief Technical Instructor, Assistant Chief 
Flight Engineer and Technical Instructor who were all mem- 
bers of the association at that time. Tile management after 
discussing the matter with the Union for some time repudiat- 
ed the -Union’s claim to represent the cause of Executive 
Flight Engineers on the ground they held managerial posts. 
The Association took up the matter with the 
management. Meanwhile recruitment to the posts of Techni- 
cal Instructors was made in luly, 1966 and M|s. K.K. Velu, 
J. Gopalakrishnaiah and Shri Vasudeva were selected to 
those posts. When the management stipulated that their selec- 
tion to those posts was subject (o their disassociating them- 
selves from trade union activity they declined to accept the 
same. Thereafter on 27-11-1967 the management once again 
invited applications from Flight Engineers having six or more 
years of experience for the posts of Technical Instruclors in the 
Training Division. After interviewing the several applicants 
the selection panel selected Mjs. Spencer, Sharpe, F. K. 
Gupta and Pasricha, While issuing letters of appointment to 
them the management included for the first time clause 4(a) 
stipulating inter alia that the post of Technical instructor 
being an Executive post the selected candidate should not 
take part in any trade union activity. On seeing this clause 
the aforesaid four persons requested the management to 
delete the- said clause and keep their acceptance letters in 
abeyance and to discuss the matter with the association. The 
management by their letter dated 14-3-1968 stated that it 
was not possible either to keep the acceptance letters in abe- 
yance or delete the clause as suggested by them. The union 
contends that the Executive Flight Pnginecrs are also work- 
men within the meaning of section 2(s) of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act and that the management has no right to restrict 
their right to pursue genuine trade union activity. M's. Meh- 
rotra and C.M. Mathews had ceased to be members of the 


Union from 1966 October and 1964 respectively, The mana- 
gement once again called for applications for the posts of 
Technical Instructors by their notice dated 22-8-1968, Four 
Flight Engineers namely M/s. Velu, Mehrotra, Mande, and 
Mathews in the order of seniority applied for the said ptKsts. 
Mr, Velu in his application requested the management to 
inform him of the conditions of his service while tho other 
three did not do so. At the interview Mr. Vein was called 
by Ihc Operations Manager, Training, and asked as to what 
he meant by requesting the management to let him know 
the service conditions, Mr. Velu informed the management 
that he liked to know whether the management would insist 
on the clause regarding not taking part in the trade union 
activities being adhered to. The management told him that 
he could not he oonsiderd for appointment to the post of 
Technical Instructor if he insisted on deletion of the said 
clause. At the selection only M)s Mehrotra nnd Mathews 
were selected and not the other two persons. The union sub- 
mits that because of their insistence on the deletion of clause 
4(a) restricting their right to participate in trade union acti- 
vities the said two persons were not selected. That is why the 
union submits that the selection of M|s. Mehrotra and 
C. M Mathews to the posts of Technical Instructors is ille- 
gal and that the non-selection of M/s. Velu and Mande be- 
cause of their insistence on the deletion of clause 4(a) as 
an unfair labour practice. They iurther submit that there 
was no other reason for overlooking the claims of Mr. Velu 
who is senior to Mr. Mehrotra and Mr, Mande who is senior 
to Mr. Mathews. The management by their notice dated 
25-5-1971 invited applications from Flight Engineers who 
had completed eight or more years of service as Flight En- 
gineers by 1-6-1971 for the post of Chief Technical Instructor, 
consequent upon the post falling vacant by Mr. J.J. Spencer, 
being declared medically unfit. The union submits that six 
Flight Engineers who were members of the Association had 
applied for the said post stipulating that their applications 
might be considered without prejudice to their rights and 
contentions under the Industrial Disputes Act, and for this 
reason their applications were summarily rejected. This left 
only M|s. Mehrotra and Mathews in the field. Tn between 
the date of calling for applications and the date of the inter- 
view another post of Chief Technical Instructor fell vacant 
as a result of Mr. Sharpe submitting his resignation. There- 
fore, both M|s Mehrotra and Mathews were selected to fill in 
the 2 posts of Chief Technical Instructors. The union ques- 
tions the validity of this selection also on he ground that it 
affected he right of its members to pursue trade union acti- 
vity even while holding the post of Chief Technical instruc- 
tors. They call this restriction on their right as an unfair 
labour practice. This controversy between the management 
and the union was referred to the Regional Labour Com- 
missioner, Bombay for conciliation, On his submitting a 
failure of conciliation report tbe present reference is made 
to this Tribunal for adjudication. The workmen pray that 
the action of the management in sending Chief Technical 
Instructors who are junior to the other Line Flight Engineers 
for conversion training out of turn is illegal, improper, mala 
fide, unjustified and amounts to victimisation and unfair 
labour practice. They further submit that the appointment of 
M/s. Mehrotra and C. M. Mathews to the posts of Chief 
Technical Instructors is mala fide and premature and they 
should not be allowed to have precedence over the other 
senior Flight Engineers for conversion training, 

3. The management filed a preliminary written statement 
the gist of which is that the seniority of Management|Execu- 
b've cadres and the seniority of workmen cadres must be 
necessarily different and must be differently considered for 
all purposes in the light of the different status, qualifications, 
functions, duties and responsibilities. With regard to the 
second issue referred for adjudication it is submitted that the 
choice for selecting appropriate personnel for the posts of 
Technical Instructors and Chief Technical Instructors is 
entirely a managerial function and cannot be called In qnc*» 
lion bv the Union. They also contend that the Fxecuri”* 
Flight I-ngineers do not fall within the definition of work' 
men under tbe Industrial Disputes Act, They also submit 
that there is no irregularity in the appointment of Mis. Meh- 
rotra nnd Mathews as Technical Instructors in the first Ins- 
tance and thereafter as Chief Technical Instructors by way 
of nromotion They pray that this reference may be answered 
against the workmen 

4. On doing through the statement of claim, filed by the 
workmen the management have filed an additional statement. 
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The workmen also filed a further statement after seeing the 
additional statement filed by the management. 

5. M|s. Mehrotra and Mathews filed a separate written 
statement adopting the written statement of the management. 

6. This dispute was at first referred to CGTT No,_ 1 who 
took it on file as Reference No. 3 of 1972. By their order 
No. L-1101 1 /7 /72-T.R1II /DIT(B) dated 6-5-1977 the Govern- 
ment has transferred this case to the file of this Court. 

7. Shri Ramlal Kishnn CGIT No. 1 recorded a part of 
the evidence of F-W-l Shri Kadle, Manager, Flight Engineer- 
ing and the rest of the evidence by me. Exhibits E-l to E-122 
on behalf of the management and Exhibits W-l to W-160 for 
the workmen were marked. After the close of the evidence 
of F'V-1 the parties took time to settle the matter out of 
Court, On 21-2-1979 both the parties appeared before the 
Court and filed a Memo, of Settlement admitting the terms 
thereof. They pray that an Award in terms of the settlement 
may be passed. On going through the terms of settlement 
T am satisfied that they are beneficial to the workmen and 
that an Award should be passed in terms thereof, 

In the result this reference is answered in terms of the 
settlement arrived at by the parties and embodied in the 
memo, filed before Court. A copy of the memo, of settlement 
annexed hereto may be read as part of this Award. 


Line Flight Engineers, it has been agreed that the 
grade of Rs. 1440-60-1500-100-1900 will be extend- 
ed to the category of Line Flight Engineers. The 
existing T.ine Flight Engineers who have reached the 
maximum of their grade prior to 1966, will be pro- 
moted to the grade of Rs. 1440-1900 as one time 
exercise. The number of such Flight Engineers as on 
date, is 21. This will be given effect at the time of 
finalisation of current wage negotiations. 

(2) It is agreed that, in future the strength of the Flight 
Engineers in the grade of Rs. 1440-1900, will be 
20 per cent of the Line Flight Engineers. This per- 
centage may be reviewed in future. 

(3) The additional criteria of promoting Flight Engineers 
from the grade of Rs. 1270-1700 to the grade of 
Rs-. 1440-1900 will be

experience of 10 years as a Flight Engineer in 
Air-India, 

(ii) The Line Flight Engineer should have reached 
the maximum in the grade of Rs. 1270-1700.

After considerable discussions, it lias been agreed by and 
between the parties as under : — 

(1) At present, all the Line Elight Engineers are In the 
grade of Rs. 1270-50-1320-60-1500-100-1700. In 
order to create promotional opportunities for the 


(4) The Indian Flight Engineers’ Association raised the 
question of common inter-se-seniority list of Mana- 
ger-Flight Engineering, Manager-Technical Training, 
Chief Flight Engineers, Chief Technical Instructors, 
Technical Instructors and Flight Engineers for the 
purpose of conversion training on new equipment 
After discussion, it is agreed that the dispute does 
not exist at present and no Orders are called for. 

(5) The Indian Flight Engineers’ Association stated that 
one of the reasons for Line Flight Engineers’ reluc- 
tance to apply for executive posts, is the present 
stipulation preventing reversion of Executive Flight 
Engineers to Line after confirmation. The Indian 
Flight Engineers’ Association representatives were 
Informed that subject to adequate availability of 
Executive Flight Engineers, and taking into consi- 
deration the period required for appointing and 
training of Executive Flight Engineers, such Execu- 
tive Flight Engineers wishing to revert back to Line 
will be permitted to do so after completion of 4 
years in the executive cadre. 

(6) It is agreed that Manager-Flight Engineering, Mana- 
ger-Technical Traioing, Chief Flight Engineer and 
Chief Technical Instructor arc executive posts and 
that they will not take part in any Trade Union 
activities. However, they can be members of profes- 
sional bodies like Indian Flight Engineers' Associa- 
tion for professional activities. 

(7) It is agreed that Technical Instructors can continue 
to be members of the Indian Flight Engineers’ As- 
sociation; however, the Indian Elight Engineers’ As- 
sociation would not issue any directive to the Tech- 
nical Instructors which would affect their instruc- 
tional assignment, except in the circumstances where- 
in an industrial action has taken place involving 
the Line Flight Engineers and Technical Instructors, 

(81 The Indian Flight Engineers’ Association representa- 
tives were informed that a grade between Sr. Flight 
Engineer and the Manager-Flight Engineering, will 
be created for executive Flight Engineers, This will 
be given effect at the time of finalisation of current 
wage negotiations. 
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2. In view of this overall Settlement, the Indian Flight 
Engineers’ Association does not press the Demand No. 2 of 
the above Reference.

S.O. 1071,— Whereas an industrial dispute exists between 
the management of Bankola Area of Eastern Coalfields 
Limited, Post Office, Ukhra Distt. Burdwan and their work-
